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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 

ST.  JUST  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 


As  you  are  aware  I  took  up  my  appointment  as  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  to  your  Authority  in  March  1956,  and  therefore,  in  introducing 
this  Annual  Report  for  1955  on  behalf  of  Dr.  Dunscombe,  I  would  like 
to  thank  Mr.  Kneebone  for  recording  the  information  following  this 
pre-amble. 

It  should  be  noted  that  once  again  there  were  no  maternal  deaths 
in  the  District,  but  I  refrain  from  any  further  comment  on  the  statistical 
information  for  1955  as  the  figures  are  relatively  small,  and  it  is  very 
easy  to  draw  false  conclusions  from  them.  I  am,  however,  considering  the 
possibility  of  comparing  our  local  figures  with  thos~  of  previous  years  in  • 
the  next  Annual  Report,  to  see  if  anything  can  be  ddauced  from  them. 

As  noted  in  the  previous  Report  respiratory  tuberculosis  ramains  a 
relatively  important  cause  of  death;  at  the  same  time  the  number  of  cases 
of  tuberculosis  on  the  register  rose,  as  notifications  continued  to  come 
in  at  a  relatively  high  rate  for  the  size  of  the  population.  (Appendix  B) 

Of  the  notifiable  diseases  other  than  tuberculosis  only  Measles  was 
reported  (Appendix  A)  but  in  view  of  the  conditions  existing  in  the  area, 
so  clearly  described  by  Mr.  Kneebone  later  in  this  Report,  there  must  be 
a  very  large  element  of  luck  in  this  situation.  A  trend  which  needs 
careful  watching  in  years  to  come  is  the  fall  in  the  number  of  children 
receiving  primary  immunisation  against  diphtheria  (Appendix  A) .  The  drop 
of  21  from  the  figure  of  79  in  1954  could  rapidly  produce  a  non-immune 
child  population  if  this  were  to  continue. 

In  reading  Mr.  Kneebone’ s  report,  while  I  am  impressed  by  the  progress 
made  in  water  and  housing  schemes,  I  cannot  but  be  concerned  by  the 
continuation  of  water  supplies  open  to  contamination,  and  by  the  continued 
discharge  of  crude  sewage  into  a  stream  via  a  series  of  disused  mine  workings 
at  the  Boscean  outfall. 

With  the  many  duties  which  Mr.  Kneebone  has  to  undertake  single-handed 
it  is  the  more  noteworthy  that  he  managed  to  maintain  a  10C^  meat  inspection 
during  the  year,  and  I  think  he  should  be  congratulated  on  this.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
St.  Just  Urban  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  fourth  Annual  Report  on  the 
Sanitary  circumstances  of  the  District. 

During  the  year  under  review  varying  degrees  01  progress  were  made 
in  the  preparation  of  the  following  Schemes: - 

(a)  The  Pendeen  -  Boscaswell  Water  Scheme, 

(b)  The  St.  Just  Town  -  Boscean  -  Tregeseal  Sewerage  Scheme. 

The  Trewellard  Water  Supply  Improvement  Scheme  was  completed. 

The  Lower  Boscaswell  Housing  Scheme  site  works  were  well  under  way 
together  with  house  foundation  construction  by  the  end  of  the  year  under 
review. 

Meat  Inspection  duties  in  three  Slaughterhouses  continued  to  contribute 
to  the  heavy  burden  of  duties  borne  by  the  department.  Much  overtime  had 
to  be  worked  in  ordei’  to  effect  one  hundred  per  cent  inspection  in  the  three 
licensed  Slaughterhouses. 

Rodent  Control  work  continued  and  the  Maintenance  Treatment  of  sewers 
and  refuse  tips  was  carried  out. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA, 


WATER  SUPPLIES. 

As  Water  Engineer  I  wish  to  make  the  following  report: - 


There  are  three  separate  piped  supplies  within  the  Urban  District  viz:- 
St.  Just  Churchtown,  Trewellard  and  Boscaswell. 

The  consumers,  however,  in  St.  Just  Churchtown  and  Boscaswell  cannot 
rely  on  wholesome  supplies,  while  at  Trewellard  the  supply  is  inadequate 
in  the  summer  months  of  July  and  August  following  a  dry  winter. 

More  than  one  third  of  the  total  population  have  to  draw  their  water 
supply  from  wells  or  "chutes",  in  many  cases  open  to  gross  pollution, 
untreated  and  a  considerable  distance  from  their  houses. 

The  district  has  supplies  of  water  which  are  inadequate  and  prone  to 
pollution;  it  is  apparent  that  there  is  a  great  need  for  an  increased 
and  wholesome  water  supply.  We  still  look  to  the  Drift  Scheme  to  meet 
this  most  urgent  need. 

A  6,000  gallon  elevated  service  tank  was  erected  at  Y/heal  Bal  Hill, 
Trewellard  and  brought  into  service.  The  improvement  in  the  supply 
was  marked  by  its  adequacy  throughout  the  year.  The  days  of  manual 
pumping  at  long  last  came  to  an  end. 

A  little  progress  was  made  on  the  legal  problems  involved  in  reaching 
an  Agreement  with  the  owners  of  the  Water  rights  of  Cam  View  Terrace 
Well,  but  again  unfortunately,  a  solution  was  not  achieved  by  the  end 
of  the  year.  It  is  hoped  that  when  the  time  comes  to  write  my  report 
for  1956,  I  shall  be  able  to  make  more  favourable  comment  on  the  actual 
installation  of  the  Pendeen  -  Boscaswell  Section  of  the  Drift  Scheme.

1 72  yards  of  new  3"  water  main  were  laid  at  Trewellard  in  connection  with 
the  Improvement  Scheme  and  335  yards  were  laid  at  the  Boscaswell  new 
Housing  Estate. 

The  renewal  of  service  pipes  continued  as  the  need  arose. 
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SEWERAGE. 


Sewage  disposal  is  principally  by  sea  outfalls,  one  at  Pen  Nanv-en 
and  one  at  Trewellard  Jiawn.  The  former  serves  approximately  one 
half  of  St.  Just  Churchtovvn  while  the  latter  serves,  Trewellard, 
Pendeen  and  Boscaswell  Village. 

There  is  a  sma.ll  septic  tank  at  Higher  Bojewyan. 

The  Boscean  outfall  taking  sewage  from  the  eastern  half  of  the 
Churchtown  and  consisting  of  a  series  of  disused  mine  workings  is 
over-burdened  and  a  statutory  nuisance.  Here  crude  sewage  flows 
into  the  Nancherrow  Stream. 

Periodic  heavy  rainfall  still  surcharged  the  Churchtown  servers , 
causing  damage  through  flooding  to  the  personal  effects  of  certain 
dwell inghouse  occupiers. 

Seven  years  have  now  passed  since  the  Council  conceived  the  scheme 
to  abate  the  nuisance  at  the  Boscean  outfall.  Since  last  year  when 
the  Council  approved  the  Scheme  for  Tregeseal  and  relief  sewers  for 
St.  Just  Churchtown,  slow  progress  has  been  made  in  finalising  the 
preparatory  measures  so  that  Tenders  could  be  invited  for  the  work. 
The  delay  is  no  doubt  increasing  year  by  year  the  capital  and  running 
costs  of  the  project.

CONTROL. 


The  Council’s  Operator  is  part-time  only,  but  survey  of  agricultural 
premises  in  accordance  with  the  Act,  was  again  undertaken  in  addition  to 
maintenance  treatments  of  the  District's  sewers  and  refuse  disposal  tip. 


HOUSING. 

A  good  start  was  made  on  work  of  erection  of  36  houses  and  8  flats 
at  Lower  Boscaswell.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  average  of  2  new  Council 
Houses  per  year  since  1  943  mil  now  be  greatly  increased  within  the  next 
few  years.  As  private  enterprise  does  not  seem  to  care  to  shoulder,  in 
part  at  least,  the  responsibility  of  providing  decent,  modern  homes  in  an 
area  saturated  with  substandard  ones  then  the  population  has  no  alternative 
but  to  look  to  the  Local  Authority  to  provide  the  necessary  accommodation 
so  urgently  needed. 

Housing  work  also  included  the  maintenance  of  property  in  as  reasonable 
a  condition  as  possible. 

3  acres  of  land  at  Cam  Bosavern,  St.  Just,  more  than  2  a.cres  of  land 
at  Tr  ewe  Hard,  and  space  for  a  further  20  dwellings  at  Lower  Boscaswell 
Site  now  await  development. 


The  number  of  houses  owned  by  the  Council  is  39. 

A  Preliminary  Survey  of  unfit  dwellings  in  the  District  was  carried  out 
and  an  estimate  of  the  total  number  v/as  submitted  to  the  Minister  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government.  On  the  Council’s  request,  the  Minister  approved  120 
unfit  dwellings  to  be  demolished  in  ten  years  instead  of  five.  Regarding 
the  employment  of  an  additional  Sanitary  Inspector  to  assist  in  housing 
work,  the  Council  resolved,  whilst  appreciating  the  onerous  nature  of  my 
duties,  that  I  must  endeavour  to  carry  out  my  duties  as  v/ell  as  possible 
under  the  circumstances ,  giving  pidority  to  those  most  essential. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

310  visits  were  made  to  Meat  and  other  Pood  Shops  including  Slaughter' 
houses  and  Bakehouses.  In  connection  with  the  inspection  of  food  the

The  three  adulterated  samples  of  milk  were  all  from  the  same  producer 
and  resulted  in  a  caution  being  given  for  the  offence.  Repeat  samples 
were  taken  at  a  later  date  and  it  was  found  that  the  milk  was  of  good 
quality  with  both  fat  and  solids-not-fat  well  above  the  required  standard. 
It  is  proposed  taking  further  samples  from  this  source  at  more  frequent 
intervals.  None  of  the  other  samples  taken  calls  for  adverse  comment. 
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LICENSED  HOUSES. 


The  sanitary  accommodation  of  those  premises  was  kept  uncier 
supervision  and  no  complaints  regarding  their  cleanliness  were  received. 


CINEMA.  AND  MUSIC  HALLS. 

These  places  for  Public  Entertainment  were  inspected. 
Reports  were  made  to  the  Licensing  Authority  when  necessary. 


CAMPING  SITES. 


There  are  two  licensed  camping  sites  in  the  area. 
Neither  gave  any  cause  for  complaint  during  the  year. 


PUBLIC  CONVENIENCE . 

There  is  only  one  Public  Convenience  in  the  District. 
This  was  cleansed  daily  and  gave  little  cause  for  complaint.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

(1 st  April  1 954  -  31 March  1 955) • 


During  the  year  under  review  a  weekly  collection  of  house  refuse 
was  carried  out  over  the  whole  District.  A  weekly  collection  of 
Nightsoil  was  carried  out  where  necessary  throughout  the  District. 

Refuse  was  disposed  on  one  tip  at  Baileswidden,  St.  Just. 

But  few  complaints  were  received  concerning  refuse  collection  and 
none  concerning  tipping. 

I  do  not  anticipate  more  than  5  years  life  for  the  present  disposal 
site  where  dumping  and  supervision  costs  are  almost  negligible.  "When 
a  new  site  is  obtained  for  disposal  there  is  little  doubt  that  the  annual 
cost  of  tipping  will  be  increased  enormously  compared  "with  present  costs. 

The  collection  team  consisted  of  3  males  using  one  7  cubic  yard 
Karri  er  Bantam  Lorry. 

The  total  cost  of  collection  was: -

601  loads  of  refuse  were  disposed  of  at  the  Tip  making  a  total 
weight  of  1 ,067  Tons  collected. 
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Street  Sweeping. 


Streets  in  the  St.  Just  Churchtown  only  were  cleansed  by  a  part-time 
Sweeper.  The  net  cost  of  Street  Sweeping  was  £118:  2:  2d. 


I  again  appeal  to  the  public  to  make  greater  use  of  the  street  litter 
bins  provided  at  various  points  throughout  the  district.  Clean  and  tidy 
streets  can  only  be  kept  as  such  at  all  times  by  the  public  rather  than  by 
the  Local  Authority  Street  Sweeper. 


MORTUARY  FACILITIES. 

There  is  one  Mortuary  provided  in  St.  Just  Church  town.  These  premises 

were  used  also  on  occasions  by  the  neighbouring  rural  Authority. 


EMPTYING  OF  CESSPOOLS. 

When  the  need  arose,  privately  owned  cesspools  etc.  and  those  for  which 
the  Council  were  responsible,  were  emptied  by  a  Cesspool  Emptier  hired  from 
the  neighbouring  Authority. 


In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  of  the 
support  received  from  the  Council  during  the  year  also  to  record  my  thanks 
to  the  staff  for  their  loyalty,  and  devotion  to  their  work.
